Mr. Helms and 1 agree that, if the White House 
wishes us to detail additional personnel on a nonreimbursable basis 
under these circumstances, the least we should expect Is a written re- 
quest signed by either Mac Bundy or Marvin Watson. 


X suggest that you convey the gist of the above 
to | ~~~| emphasising our desire to cooperate but, at the same 

time, the dilemma in which we find ourselves because of the Bureau's 
4 October memorandum. Neither of us believes that it would be ap- 
propriate for us to furnish this assistance on an informal, "old boy" 
basis.

(Informally, the advice from the NSC Admin- 
istrative Office is that the employee to be replaced would continue 
to be carried on NSC rolls and. that a reimbursable arrangement is 
unlikely. ) 


b. A non-relmbursable secretary (shorthand preferred but not 
essential) to provide a fifth clerical-type employee in a staff 
of four officers supported by three secretaries and a clerical 
Research Assistant.

5, We are not in a position to evaluate the urgency of these require 
ments or the Agency* s obligation for assisting in meeting them. Based on 
I presentation, however, the need is urgent and unlikely to be 
filled without our assistance.
